Decision on warm up matches. If the 
necessity arises, the warm up match 
may be eliminated. In the interest of 
completing a class or aggregate 
course of fire in the time available.

From The Workbench

| recently received a letter from a high- 
power shooter which read; 


Dear Fred, 

As you know I’m a long-range target 
shooter, not a bench-rest shooter. | take 
Precision Shooting because | feel your 
sport makes more advances in accurate 
rifles and ammunition than any other 
and some, or perhaps most, of your tech- 
niques should be adaptable to our sport. 

My specific question has to do with 
handloading. From your point-of-view 
what is important, from begining to end, 
in assembling a round of ammo? Please 
touch on the following points (either im- 
portant or unimportant) and suggest 
allowable tolerances where applicable: 
Uniform case weight, clean primer

pockets, centered and uniform flash 
holes, case length, neck reaming (inside 
or outside), weighed powder loads (| try 
for 1/2 of 0.1 grain), weighed bullets, 
spun bullets, spun cases, spun com- 
pleted rounds, primer depth. Finally, 
how do you determine the best seating 
depth for the bullet? If there is more than 
one point-of-view on this particular item 
would you discuss them all. 


Like many questions which arise, con- 
cerning accuracy, | can only state my 
opinion so here goes. 

High power shooting, due to the 
course of fire, requires that the shooter 
have more prepared rounds available 
than the bench rest shooter. Keeping 
this in mind | will explain the sequence | 
would use in preparing 100 rounds of 
308 brass. 

Normally | wouldn’t weigh cases for a 
bench rifle and would start with 12 or 15 
rounds and sort them by firing but in this 
instance | would quickly run them 
through the scale keeping all cases 
which were within two grains. 

At the same time | would usually 
check for off center flash holes, throw- 
ing out the ones with noticeably off 
center holes. 

| would then deburr the inside of the 
flash hole with one of the commercially 
available tools, preferably one with an 
adjustable stop. 

Chamfering the case mouth would be 
next and outside turning the case necks 
would follow.

Some shooters prefer fire forming 
prior to neck turning but on most of my 
own equipment the chamber necks are 
on the tight side and won't accept an un- 
turned round. 

Outside neck turning is superior to in- 
side reaming due to the availability of a 
number of fine neck turning tools. 

At one time Ferris Pindell made an ex- 
cellent inside reaming tool which used a 
fixed diameter reamer but due to various 
desires on case neck thickness he found 
it near impossible to grind each reamer 
to the customer’s needs. 

Once neck turning is completed the 
rounds would be loaded with bullets 
seated firmly against the lands and then 
fire formed. A 5 to 10% reduced powder 
charge would be used. 

The reason for seating the bullets in 
this fashion is that it helps center the 
cases in the chamber and will likley pro- 
duce a more uniform fired round. 

At this point | would decap and neck 
size the brass. (Except for rapid fire 
which requires full sized brass). 

Next would come trimming to length 
using the suggested trim length of the 
case being used. 

| feel that the length isn’t as important, 
so long as they are at trim length or less, 
as having all the cases the same length. 

Now upon reloading the fire formed 
cases | would clean the primer pockets, 
(I have to say this as we manufacture a 
pocket cleaner in my shop) and seat my 
primers by ‘‘feel’’. During this operation | 
would visually check for any high or low 
seated primers and discard the worst 
ones. 

Powder charges would be thrown 
directly from a measure capable of 
throwing the coarse powders within .2 
grains. 

Since all the bullets | normally use are 
custom made | make no attempt to sort 
them in any way. My experience has 
proven to me that these custom bullet 
makers know more about what makes a 
good bullet then | do! 
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At one time, in the ‘‘olden days’, | 
owned two bullet spinners and checked 
and sorted everything | shot. Due to my 
lack of proper labeling | found myself 
using the ‘‘culled’”’ bullets with the same 
results as the ones | had labeled as 
“best’’. This happened more than once. 

| believe, however, if a shooter is insis- 
tant upon sorting bullets; | would sug- 
gest doing so my measuring the overall 
length. 

| recall once seeing Tom Metzger 
using some of the nastiest looking 
bullets | ever saw, appearance wise. He 
mentioned that they were some that he 
would not sell to his customers for that 
reason. | also recall that he outshot ev- 
eryone with them too! At that point | 
decided to let the bullet maker worry 
about the spinning, and weighing. 

Spinning loaded rounds can be very 
deceiving and leads to a ‘‘whole can of 
worms”. The non concentric round, 
when spun, only tells you that it’s non- 
concentric. What you need to know is 
why! 

| almost always check my neck dies by 
spinning a sized round without a bullet 
seated. If using a neck die that only 
reduces the diameter a few thousandths 
there is little fear of a mis-aligned neck. 
This is the reason that most equipment is 
chambered with tighter chamber neck 
diameters or shot as fitted or tight necks. 

In the case of a 7/8-14 type press die 
you will likely find that mis-alignment is 
caused by the expander ball being 
pulled through the unsupported case 
neck. If your neck die doesn’t size the 
case concentric it isn’t likely that your 
bullet seater will correct the problem. 

For your type of shooting | personally 
would settle for .002 maximum run out. 

The only way, | know of, to determine 
the correct seating depth is on atrial and 
error basis. | always start with the bullets 
just touching the rifling, try a group at 
this depth, back off .005 and if there is an 
improvement back off another .005. If no 
improvement is noticed by “backing off” 
try seating deeper .005 at a time. 

| feel that the combination of barrel, 
bullets and powder will dictate the depth

The Stationary Backer 
Has Its Angles 


A. H. Angerman 


Everyone knows that the function of 
the moving backer is to insure that each 
competitor has fired the required num- 
ber of shots into his record target. The 
stationary backer, however, is equally 
important in that it can unscramble 
legitimate shots from crossfires and is 
able to point to the competitor who inad- 
vertently, or otherwise, did the crossfir- 
ing. 


TARGETS 


- With no further introduction, look at 
the top view sketch of a rifle range and 
refer to it as we describe how the sta- 
tionary backer works. One of these days 
you may shoot a world record group, 
only to have it spoiled by a crossfire — in 
which case you'll be glad it was there. 

Let’s assume 100 yard matches are in 
progress, that benches are 6 feet apart 
and that the stationary backer (a wall of 
paper) is 4 feet behind the record 
targets. 

The competitor on bench 2 is clean. 
He shot straight ahead through his 
record target, through the moving back- 
er and through the stationary backer. He 
registers 5 or 10 shots on the moving 
backer as required and his group in the 
stationary backer is essentially the same 
size and shape as his record target. 

The competitor on bench 6 is also 
clean. Like 2 he also shot straight ahead 
and hit the stationary at point A. But he 
gets caught by the hand of destiny. 
Competitor 7 is a nervous new shooter 
who shoots four on his own record 
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target, puts four holes in the moving 
backer and strikes the stationary at point 
B. So far so good. But at this juncture 
the Range Officer yells “‘two minutes” 
which gets No. 7 a little excited. He is no 
longer able to read numbers or count 
without taking his shoes off and inadver- 
tently lays one on competitor 6’s record. 
His crossfire comes into 6 at an angle 
and hits the stationary at point C. All

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crossfires coming from the right of a 
given target will strike the stationary to 
the left and vice versa. 

Competitor 7’s crossfire shot will be 
easy to spot by the target detail and the 
referees because (1) the moving backer 
will show six shots behind target 6 and 
only 4 shots behind 7, (2) the crossfire 
will generally be displaced from com- 
petitor 6’s group on the stationary and 
(3) the crossfire will be the oddball hole 
when competitor 6’s record target is 
lined up on top of his stationary. 

Since angles (a) are the same, tri- 
gonometry says that “bench spacing 
divided by match distance is equal to 
crossfire hole displacement on the sta- 
tionary divided by the distance between 
the target and the stationary backer’. 

Using our range sketch: 

Bench spacing equals 6 ft. (72’’) 

Match distance equals 100 yds. 
(3600’’) 

Target to stationary equals 4 ft. (48’’) 
and with all measurements in inches, we 
can write 


72 equals (crossfire displacement) 


and calculate the displacement to be 
72x48 equals 0.96” 
3600 

In other words, competitor 7’s 
crossfire will fall just about one inch to 
the left of competitor 6’s group on the 
stationary. If 8 had crossfired, the odd- 
ball shot would be about two inches to 
the left, while if competitor 4 did the dirty 
work, his shots would fall about two in- 
ches to the right of 6’s group in the 
backer. 

Having now determined that 7 did the 
crossfiring and with the crossfired hole 
in competitor 6’s target identified, 6’s 
target is now laid neatly on top of com- 
petitor 7’s target and the identified hole 
is transferred to 7’s target with a pencil. 
Yes a pencil; with a little care taken to 
make the transfer somewhat resembling 
a circle. The No. 6 target is measured ig- 
noring the crossfired hole. After all 6 
was clean, remember? He couldn’t help 
getting fired on by No. 7. Target 7 is 
measured as closely as possible despite 
the penciled in shot hole, then .25”’ is ad- 
ded to his group for not paying attention 
to his job. Penalties are .5’’ at 200 yds. 
and .75”’ at 300 yds. 

Let’s take one more case that happens 
more often than perhaps it should. 
Referring again to the sketch, a competi- 
tor comes ambling up to the line, fails to 
look at his bench number, fails to check 
his competitor number and fails to check 
his relay ticket. Sure he moved over five 
benches (from 10 to 15) because all of 
his friends shifted, but he thinks he’s still 
back on bench 10, so when the R. O. 
yells ‘“‘commence fire” he rips off all of 
his shots into No. 10’s record target. 

It’s all clear to the detail and to the 
refs. There are no shots on target 15 or 
in the moving backer behind it. The 
crossfire shots at point D are about 5 in- 
ches to the left of 10’s group in the sta- 
tionary at point E. We figured earlier that 
the displacement is close to 1” per 
bench, so the man 5 benches to the right 
of 10, ie. the guy on 15 pulled this stunt. 
Playing the angles checks it out: 


bench crossfire

What we want to know in this case is 
the bench spacing corresponding to the 
5” displacement. The spacing will then 
determine the bench from where the evil 
shots were fired.

| am about to have a rifle built for 600 
and 1,000 yard prone matches. | do not 
care to shoot a magnum and so far have 
selected the .280 Remington with 162 gr. 
Hornady bullets. Would | give up much 
in accuracy compared to the 30-06? 
What twist would you suggest. Any other 
thoughts would be appreciated. 


The .280 should make one of the better 
1000 yard rifles using the 162 Hornadys. 

My own experience with the 7mm indi- 
cates that 10” twist is O.K. Nevertheless 
there are others who claim 9”’ is necess- 
ary. To be on the safe side 9” would 
probably be the best. 

Much depends on the quality of the

bullets. If you were always sure of hav- 
ing bullets as good as the present pro- 
duction of 162 Hornadys a slower twist 
that 9’’ would give slightly improved ac- 
curacy. 

The .280 should at least equal the 30- 
06 with match bullets of equal accuracy 
such as the 168 30 cal. match. The 190 
30 cal. match which has about the same 
ballistic coefficient as the 162 7mm is 
not quite as accurate.

Sometimes a competitor's group is so 
messed up by crossfires that it is im- 
possible to do any kind of measuring on 
the target. The only way to unravel the 
situation is to measure the separated 
groups as printed on the stationary. 

Occasionally a competitor crossfires a 
small group that impacts exactly on top 
of another competitor's small group. 
Neither one may have been aware that 
crossfiring occured! Again, the only way 
to save the day for both shooters is to 
measure the groups in the stationary. 
(See Precision Shooting, May, 1977.) 

Referees have seen crossfires come 
from the left, from the right, through the 
wood and they have even seen keyhole 
crossfires. They generally come from 
within 8 benches. One lady shooter 
crossfired ten times on her husband. 
One guy confessed that he crossfired 
but it couldn’t be found. Another shooter 
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was able to hit his sighter but when the 
match was over no shots appeared in his 
record! Did he crossfire or run out of 
ammo? Shooters complain regularly that 
one of their record shots is a crossfire. 
They can’t believe that such a wide shot 
could possibly have been ejected from 
their gun, but when checked the station- 
ary says “‘it’s all yours buddy”. 

A mixture of 22 and 30 caliber 
crossfires are a lot of fun to unravel. The 
22’s fly right through the 30 holes and 
can't be seen up front. Two guys 
crossfired onto the same target at the 
same time. Three groups in one! And all 
were yelling to the R. O. that someone 
was crossfiring on their target. 

The stationary solves a lot of prob- 
lems. It is democratic in that it makes as 
many people happy as unhappy and 
keeps everyone honest.

Accuracy with the 168 HPBT match in 
a 14” twist 30 cal. barrel approaches the 
best available. | do not believe your 9” 
twist 7mm will equal that combination. 

| am presently testing a 7mm in a 11” 
twist. The results are promising, but test- 
ing is not complete. Best accuracy 
(around 3/8 M.O.A.) was obtained at 
2200 feet per second using the 162 Hor- 
nady in the 10” twist. 

We do not have enough experience 
with the 7mm to recommend it over the 
.30.
